The Zurich University Alpine

INDUSTRIAL AID 


Indonesian Plans For Modernisation 


Singapore, Mar. 4. 


Indonesia is anxious to get on with the work 
of industrialising the. country as quickly as 
possible, and she is‘counting on Japan, far more 
than any other nation, to supply the equipnient she 


needs, 


But trade relations between the two countries 
are still hampered by two major difficulties: the 
peace treaty with Japan is not likely to be ratified 
in the near future by the’ Indonesian Parliament; 
and the problem of Japanese war damage is far 


from being solved. 


Mr Darmasctiawan, Secretary 
General of the — Indonesian 
Foreign Office, told Agence- 
France-Presse that the question 
of Japanese war damages had 
been gone into very carefully in 
the course of conversations with 
Mr Welji Waljima, Director of 
Economic Affairs at the Japancse 
Foreign Omee, during his re- 
cent visit to Indonesia. But little 
Progress seems to have been 
made tawerd a solution of the 
problem. 


The amount of Indonesian 
claims was fixed, originally, by 
the Dutch authorities. It is in 
the neighbourhood of 25 million 
Dutch florins, Mr Darmasetiawan 
sald that the current Indonesian 
demands nre for less exacting. 
In fact, the Indonesian autharitics 
asked Mr Wajima to fix the sum 
that the Jupanese would be 
willing to pay... What the 
Indonesians want above all is 


to settle upon an inclusive Agure. i 


In all probability, however, 
Djakorta is waiting for the 
negotiations ‘between Tokyo and 
Manila, on the same subject,. to 
come to a successful conclusion. 


The PhHippines might agree te 
have the idea, of an Inclusive 
setllement for damages in favour 
of partial contracts covering 
specific damuges in a particular 
domain: fer example, Japan 
would’ have to salvage sunken 
Filipino ships, or rebuild de- 
moelished wharves ete, in pay- 
ment of damnuges, 


NOT AVERSE 


Indonesia’ would not be averse 
to this precedure, but she insists 
that an inclusive fyure must be 
fixed. With the Indonesian 
claims in hand, Mr Wajima 
promised’ to submit counter- 
Pproposais rapidly. Once assured 
of an inelusive agreement, 
Indonesia would accept partis! 
payments both im kind and in 
services. Industrial equipment 
supplicd in compensation for war 
damages would be the most 
acceptable form of payment. 


As for the treaty with Japan. 
it dyes not seem Hkely, in-view 
of the present political at- 
mosphere in Indonesia, that it 


Avil be_ratifled in the near future. | 


The two parties which form the 
Coalition Government, the 
Masjuml ond the NIP, are in 
complete opposition on the sub- 
ject, the NIP stubbornly re- 
iusing to consider ratification. 


It would . take the electlons 
promised by President Sukarno, 
and the election of a new Parlia- 
ment, for the Government to 
dare to submit the San Francisco 
Treaty. 

But no one in Indonesia ex- 
pects elections to take place for 
a year or 18 months. So at Icast 
‘two years will go by before the 
Japanese Peace Treaty has any 
chance of being ratiNed. And In 
cortain political cireles in 
Djokarta, they advocate that this 
treaty should be dropped entirely 
and a private treaty be drawn 
up between Indonesia and Japan 
on the Linesof the one which wil: 
bind Japan and Indiao.—France- 
Presse.

Tokyo, Mar. 4. 

Japanese cotton textile Cx- 
porters believe that this country 
will ship less yardage nbrond this

According to the Kyodo Press, 
the latest estimate places the 
expected cotton textile exports 
in 1953 at 896,000.000 yards— 
more than 200,000,000 yards less 
than the carlier estimate of 
1,100,000,000 yarcs. - 

Kyedo quoted the exporters’ 
breakdown of the estimated 1953 
shipmenta os follows: 126,000.000 
yards to the dollar area; 508,000,- 
000 to the Sterling Area countries 
und 282,000,000 to the 
account countries, . 

According to this report, ex- 
porters basea their estimate an 
the following assumptions: 

1—Alterations in barter settle- 
ment methods will result in un: 
Inerense of about 4,000,000 yards 
in exports to the dollar bloc. 

2.—-Assuming that Pakistan 
will import 252,000,000 yards, ex- 
porters believe thnt at least 
140,000,000 of this will be from 
Japan, Shipments -to other 
Sterling Area nations during the 
second half of the year will be 
about the same - us the 
corresponding period in 1952. 

3.—Shipments to Indenesia are 
expected {to increase by 10 per 
cent to about 165,000,000 yards 
if the current trade volume is 
expounded und = settlement made 
partially in Sterling. Exports to 
other open account nations are 
expected to rise by 30 per cent 
It the Japanese export promotion 
drive is effective enough.—United 
Press.
